The editor of tlic /nluud ^'•ittiurl 
of Yale has "struck" against non-|»ay- 
ing subscribers. He has tried the credit 

ayatcm for 15 months nnd now dis- 
cards it as a failure. The ColonUl 
tried it for 20 years witii a similar re- 
sult. About two yoars ago tiiia journal 
adopted the cash system and the results 
hare been more than satisfactory. Not 
alone has the list increased, but there 
is not a single nonimyiug subscriber on 
the books. Strangers do not e.xpcct 
i-redit, and friends will not ask it. Pre- 
vious to tiie adoption of the new system 
our books were overloaded with bad 
ilcbts and a clerk was kept constantly 
employed in making out bills and writ- 
ing dunuiug letters to dolinqnonts. All 
that is changed now.- A diary is the 
only book tliat is kept. The ilate to 
which the subscription is j)ai(l is h'gibly 
printed upon each wrapper and as an 
additional reminder each subscriber re- 
ceives a postal card two weeks in ad- 
vance of the date of expiration. The 
experience acquired from heavy josses 
has taught us that the subscriber wiio 
will not pay 83 cash down for the news 
paper is seldom willing to pay •5.'> for it 
at the end of the term. 



UNDERPAID PEDKUAL Oh't'l 
CIAL8. 

The presence of Sir C'liarles 'rninn'r In 
iho province ouglit to bu iraprovod by bil- 
ling his attention to the f.ict that the sal- 
aries paid many of the federal ofticialu 
who servo hia government horo are framed 
upon a scale altogether too low. Tlio 
scale, we believe, is the one in force in 
the eastern provinces; but Sir Charles will 
have been here but a short time before ho 
will have discovered that it h impossible 
for an oiBcial, bo ho ever so economical, 
to support a family in British Colunibi;i 
upon an eastern salary. Tlio positl^ui of 
a subordinate otTicia! under the cxi.sting 
scale in this ))rovince is liojielcss. In all 
the departments there are underpaid men; 
and in the postal department, whore the 
work is constant, and whore the staff are 
as enercotic, obliging and faitliful as thu 
attaches of the same rtopartments in any 
other proviifco, the clerks are the worst 
paid. .At thi'-nast one dollar will go as far as 
two dollar.-i here, and consideration will, 
we hope, bo had for this fact. It is a 
matter upon which everyone talks freely ; 
but no one has ever ventured to call the 
the attention of tlio goveniniont to it. 
Wc ofl'or those remarks in the liope that 
thoy will meet Sir Charles' eye and that 
iltey may induce him to give the matter 
the attention which its importance do- 



AOlilCULTURK. 



We earnestly hope that all interests 
will be represented on Iho board of 
inanagoraont of tlie new agricultural 
society in process of formation in this 
city. The object of the society is an 
excellent one and it ought to np])eal 
directly to every businessman, mechanic 
and farmer in the province. (Objection 
has been taken to tlio organizers of the 
society. That objection need scarcely 
have weight as we are a.ssured that 
there is no desire on the part of those 
gentlemen to take a prominent po.si- 
tion : that their only desire is to en- 
courage so good and -worthy an institu- 
tion as an agricultural cxhibiLion, and 
thai the}' arc willing to take back st.'ats 
if it is deemed advisablit that they 
should do so.

On the arrival of tho steamer tlie .Mayoi- 
and Council formally received Sir Cliarle.t 
Tuppor. Tho entire party then proceedeil 
to tho parlora of tho Provincial Hotel, 
when jNIayorBate read and presented the 
following address: 

To the Honorable Sir Charles Tapper, 
Knight Commander of the iMost l>is- 
tinguished Order of St. Miciiael and 
St. (»eorge, ftfinister f>f Itailways and 

Canals ; 

Siu,- SVe have tho honor uu hpluilf of 
tho citizens of Nanaimo to extend to 
yourself and Lady Tupper the mo.4t 
cordial .and- hearty welcome to ihis 
city. 

Wo are a young ciimmunity - iiut many 
years have olap.sed since our fust struggle 
with the forest, but although our city 
does not lay claim to architect.tral pro- 
tonaions, we will yield to none in the 
possession of a thoroughly Inyal, iiulii.s- 
trious, and persevering peoide. 

The mineral resources of Naiu-Miuei 
Island will coinuiond thenvselvos to your 
notice, and tho comparatively infantile 
but enterprising endeavours for their 
development which are being made 
have established at the Port of Nanaiiiio 
the nucleus of a coal trade that, with due 
aid M\d fostering encouragement from the 
Doniinion, bids lair to become the most 
important industrial and commercial pur- 
suit of the North Pacific Coast. 

Recognizing in yuii one of the ablest 
btatoainen of Canatla, and a distinguished 
and leading member of the presont gov- 
ornnient, our citizens regard this visit, 
with which you have favored us, a.s an 
opportune occasion for bringing before 
your attention, their views with respect 
to matters afFceting their welfare which 
fall within the province of your govern- 
iiiunt. 

There is a general desire (o accord to 
the Liberal Conservative Cloveriimeut the 
fullest meed cf praise for the spirited and 
energetic manner in which they have com- 
incneod and are now prosecuting the con 
atruction of the Canadian Paciiic railwi-.y 
tlii.s pi'ovince; we have also to especially 
thank your government for bonollta bcne- 
lita conferred on us locally in placing this 
[lort in coniiuunication with the tiie tele- 
graphic system of the world, by moans of 
hind aud cable lines to Victoria and and 
New Westminster; for fjranting us the 
drawback of half the duty on blasting 
powder; for giving us autli(U'lty to regu 
late our pilotage; and for tlie appropri- 
ation of &i(XK) towards [iroviding buildin^'^ 
for the federal dei«rtinentH in this city; 
and we beg to assure you that the action 
of the gfiverniiieiit in these respects, is 
highly appreciated. 

The importance of the port of Nanaimo 
as the seat of the coal trade of this I'ro- 
vinco may be estimated from the extent 
of its shipping which amounted to upwards 
l!rM),0(X) tons for tho past year, and cxceeil- 
ed the aggregate of shipping of all other 
provincinl ports. L'poii tlii.s showing and 
in view of the growing eh.'iractoi' of our 
cuiiiiiierco we venture to advance the 
claim of Nanaimo to be constituted an 
independent port of customs; and in this 
connection we urge upon the necessity for 
establishing a marine ho.spital and ([uar- 
antine grounds at this port. 

Whilo your governnioiit is without 
doiiljt entitled to the highest credit for 
inaugurating the great national policy 
which has, in eastern Canada, done ao 
much to raise tho country from a state of 
extreme stagnation anil depression ot 
trade into a position of ])rogre3sivc pros- 
perity, and while we rejoice in the attaiii- 
niont of that prosperous elevation by our 
far distant fuUow Canadians, we uui.fl 
respectfully repeat tho remonstrances 
which have before been urged upon your 
governniout through tho member for this 
district, as to tho uu.siiitability (if the tar- 
irt' to the present circumstances of this 
province so far :i3 it imposes high pro- 
tective duties (largely increased above the 
tarili' of 1870) upon all such colliery iiia- 
chinory, plant and supplies as are not now 
and probably will not for niany years to 
come bo manufactured in this provinco, 
and wliich wo are precluded from obtain- 
ing in eiustern Canada by the great cost 
of freight. 

The ports of the I'liitod States fnim the 
chief foreign market for (uir coal, and 
there wo are mot with an impost of Toct.s. 
per ton and the cloaest com])elition by 
.\nioriaui producers, wlio, in their free- 
dom fron: that impost, and from all im- 
port duties ujKjn th.eir colliery inaclnnery, 
plant and suniilies, are able to oli'er their 
product at a lower into than would he re- 
munerative to our collieries, and were it 
not for the superior quality of Vancouver 
Island coal we should be unable to main 
lain a position in the market. 

We desire earnestly to direct the atten- 
tion of ycnir government t(j the vital ne- 
cessity for the immediate adoption of a 
more enlarged policy than has hitherto 
prevailed with respect to our important 
ooal industry, and we claim that we arc 
eriuitably entitled to have our collieries 
allowed a liberal drawback upon all things 
rcfiuired for colliery use and consump- 
tiun until recipmcity in the coal trade is 
established between the Dominion and 
the United States, (wliich we trust tho 
government will H[)eedily endeavor to ac- 
complish), and until we are able tn eiiui|) 
and supply our collieries from Kastern 
Canada by means of the Caiiadi.iii Pacific 
Railway. 

The la.st allusion to the Canadian I'aci- 
lic railway naturally leads us to the sub- 
ject of the long deferred Island railw.ay. 
We may be permitted to state that we 
have always felt confident that the Fed- 
eral government would, in due time, con- 
struct the railway from Nanaimo to Ks- 
quimalt, in fulfilment of tlioir obligation 
to do ao, known as the "Carnarvon 
Terms " of sottloment. The great tiaflic 
that must in course (^f time pass ovct the 
line, and the utility of the railway, when 
connected by ferry with the mainland, as 
an integral part fif tho Canadian Pacific 
railway, must secure the eventual con- 
struction of the Island railway, and its 
early construction by the government 
would, in our humble opinion, be most 
politic and advantageous to the Dominion 
at large. 

In one respect, wo would beg to men- 
tion, prompt action on the part of the 
Dominion government ia imperatively 
called for. The resei-ve of a large tract of 
land like tho " Belt " is having tlie efl'ect 
of preventing the Kettlcment of tho coun- 
try, and is koo[)ing tho agricultural inter- 
est down to a minimum with aconaci|uoiit 
loss of trade. .\ number of persona have, 
however, ventured to settle upon lands in 
this neighborhood with the hona fidf iii- 
Icntiou of entering into farming, and have 
made c<jnHidorable improvements on tho 
land, but their hxity of tenure being un- 
certain, they are discouraged and small 
progress in agriculture is tho result. 

In the interest of this City and District 
we would respectfully request that the 
Government will otlicially recognize and 
record the claiina of all such settlers and 
so promote our settlemont and progress. 

As you are doubtless aware, wo have 
no buildings belonging to ;he Federal 
(Jovernment in this city, and accepting 



the appropriation made at the last session 
of Parliament as an earnest tnat our need 
in this respect will bo mot by the Gov- 
ernment wo merely express the hope that 
the earliest steps will bo taken to provide 
the requisite buildings for custom.^, post 
odice and other departments at Nanaimo. 

( )ur militiamuii are deserving of con- 
sideration at the hands of the government; 
iliey have sacrificed a great deal of time, 
and incurred much personal expense and 
inconvenience in miuntaining their cili- 
cieiicy. .V drill shed is urgontly needed 
ami has been repeatedly applieil fiu-,_to 
accommodate the militia men, and we 
trust that a suitable building will be erect- 
ed by the government for their use, if 
possible before tite winter season. 

Our m.ail communication with Victoria 
and the nourishing farming settlement of 
t'mnox situated about sixty miles north- 
ward; and with New Westminster is not 
C()ual to the fair business requircment-s of 
this city and district- wo cl.iim that our 
commercial importance entitles us to, at 
least, two mails a week from Victoria and 
I one mail a week to Comox and New West- 
minster instead oi' the present service 
which is limited to imce a fiu'tnight to 
Conuj.x and alternate bi-weekly and week- 
ly mails to N'ietoria and there us no sub- 
sidized mail service between Nanaime and 
New Westminster. Our citizens have al- 
ready represented our case by petition to 
the guvornmeut and we bog that you will 
be pleased to further our ofibrts to obtain 
those additional postal facilities. 

In conclusiun we wish it to be under 
stoi.d that we do not make the above 
representations to you as to our wanis 
and roijuirements in a spirit of fault- 
tindiug ur of discuutentment with the ad- 
ministliitiou of your (iovernment.but only 
to avail ourselves of ihe rare opiiortunity 
now afl'orded us by your presence of per- 
sonal access to sii eminent a member ot 
tlu' I loverninont. 

We believe that we are giving utter- 
ance to tho popular cqiinion prevailing in 
I this city and district when we ascribe to 
I the liberal C'enservative government the 
I whole credit of tho iiiitiatiNc and passage 
I of a largi' iiuniber uf nie.'i.sn res of a Iriily | 
liberal and progressive cliaracter since tiie | 
admission < if this province into Confedi'i i 
ution with the Dominion of Canada.

Ensigns Nicholson and (lilmorc left 
Sitka on tho 27th ult., with 20 men for 
Klawak on the steam launch on account 
of a report received that the Indians wore 
troublesome at that point and had been 
making threats against the whites on ac- 
count of trouble growing out of tho catch- 
ing of lish. On arriving at Klawak they 
found that the Indians, having learned of 
their approach, had fled from their 
ranches. The officers called a meeting of 
the chiefs, who after a long pow-wow at 
which ;!00 Indians were present, promised 
to i-estrain tho others and keep tho peace 
themselves. The party returned to Sitka 
on the 0th inst.
